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War Is Not Inevitable 


The sooner the people of this contin- 
ent pull up their emotional sox and recog- 
nize the fact that war is never inevitable 
until the first shot is fired, the sooner will 
the democracies be able to straighten out 
their tangled relationship with Russia. 

There is no doubt that proselyting 
Communism can be a menace to the world 
just as the proponents of any doctrine who 
seek to disseminate their beliefs by force 
are a menace to the world. Even Democ- 
racy, with its greater freedom and greater 
benignity, could become a vicious thing 
if it were forced violently down the throats 


of peoples not ready for it. 


But to adopt the view that the Rus- 
sian people are utterly evil and subject to a 
form of demoniac possession which impels 
them to spring at our throats at the earli- 
est excuse is as patently ridiculous as it is 


palpably dangerous, 


It is the remembered experience of 
every adult that when two lusty boys strut 
around with chips on their shoulders there 
is, sooner or later, a fight. It is also part of 
that remembered experience that most 
schoolground battles are promoted, not by 
any real rancor, but by a general group 


hysteria that insists on a letting of blood. 

Whatever the realities of the present 
international situation may be, and they 
are doubtless grim, we must admit that we 
are coming more and more into the grip of 
that same group hysteria that can only 
find relief in violence. 

Somewhere in the Soviet hegemony 
there must be intelligence and a sense of 
reality. Once the democracies establish 
contact with that reasoning intelligence 
on some basis of common purpose, which 
must exist somewhere, the conflict of 
ideologies can be resolved into parallel ex- 
pression if they cannot be entirely recon- 
ciled. 

It is absurd to think that the kindly 
and artistic Russian people themselves are 
thirsting for war any more avidly than we 
are. 

That is the present hope of the world 
for peace, not appeasement, not surrender, 
not relaxation of vigilance, but the search 
for a common purpose however remote that 
purpose may be. 

The efforts of statesmanship along 
this line should not be embarrassed by the 
name-calling and hysteria of frightened 
men on both sides.

True, the government may not

But 
where the government has a spe 
cial interest it will summon re 
porters from the agency and hand 
them such “news” as officialdom 


wishes circulated for propagan- 
da value. Frequently, too, the 
government will suppress news 


which it doesn’t wish published 
Then there are peculior compli- 


cations in countries that have 
constitutions under which gov- 
ernments can be kicked out of 


office at any time by an adverse 
majority in parliament 

The subsidized agency has to 
change the color of its news, like 
a chameleon on a variegated wall, 
to suit the hue of the new gov 
ernment. 

Such canned “news” frequently 
is calculated to mislead foreign 


countries, but it generally mis- 
leads its own people at the same 
time

Driver Training 


In High Schools 


This article is inspired by an 
editorial in The Edmonton Bulle- 
tin, of March 23, 1948, from which 
I take it the Bulletin is opposed 
to driver training becoming 
part of the high school training 
and being taught at the public 
expense 

It appreciates, I take it, the 
necessity of proper driver train- 
ing, but as far as education for 
living goes as opposed to educa- 
tion for making a living, driver 
training is in the class of frills 
and in the same category as some 
phases of technical education, so 
that taking the time for teaching 
the frills will deprive the student 
of time for obtaining proper 
cultural education, 

Tt appears to me, that while it 
is very important from a cultural 
standpoint and to enable a stud- 
ent to properly enjoy life he 
should receive a liberal cultural 
education and be provided with 
a background of history ‘and 
arts, it is equally important that 
he be provided with the kind of 
education that he may live com- 
portably by being taught as well 
to make a living as to live and he 
and his fellow-students being so 
educated that he may live long to 


enjoy such education as he has 
received. 
Needless Loss 
Of Property 

Having devoted some consider- 
able time to the study of the 


question, I suggest that if but a 
small percentage of the needless 
loss of property and what is more 
important the needless loss of 
life, occasioned every day on our 
highways through the heedless 
and careless operation of motor 
vehicles by drivers not properly 
trained in operation and state of 
mind, could be prevented by 
eaching driver training in the 
high schools, both the time and 
money would be time and money 
well spent 

Statistics show there is one 
fatal accident for every two mil- 
lion miles of driving by fifteen 
year old drivers. If that could 
be reduced to one in four million 
miles, and the fatalities in time 
for the 20-25 year class reduced 
from one in eight million to one 
in sixteen million, and other 
classes proportionately, surely it 
would be worth while. 

1 find that the leading educa- 
tionalists on this continent do not 
agree that driver education has 
no place in the high school, or 
that it is in the nature of an edu- 
cational frill. That might be true 
if the idea was simply to teach 
every one to drive an automo- 
bile but it is not at all from that 
standpoint that the matter is ap- 
proached. 

The idea is to catch the young 
people at about the time most 
boys and girls will be learning to 
drive, whether they learn in 
school or outside school, and 
teach them how to drive safely 
and to acquire as second nature 
safe driving habits before they 
just acquire the ability to steer 
a car without any education as to 
the state of mind, and the rules 
of law and conduct such as will 
automatically impel safe courte- 
ous driving. 

It is too late for that to be done 
if the driving education has been 
acquired in a slipshod manner and 
through faulty training

is being given and if given in Al-

proper conditions by qualiiieé 
specially trained teachers, the 
greater part of the course bein 
in the classroom with speci 
equipment ending with short peri« 
ods of actual operation with dual 
control cars and credits could only 
be obtained by passing strict ex- 
amination, both written and ope+ 
ration, as in any other subject om 
the curriculum, 

The subject would be an option 
in the same manner as certaim 
subjects on the curriculum now 
are. The costs of the course in 
money, once established, is esti« 
mated to be about $5.00 per pupil, 
a small amount in dollars come 
pared with the results obtained im 
the saving of life and property 

Driver training in schools, with 
credits towards graduation, is not 
entirely new and yet not old. 

The movement was originated 
by the American Automobile As- 
sociation prior to the war and 
started in Cleveland, Ohio. Dure 
ing the war not a great deal of 
progress was made because of 
shortages of materials and cars, 
but since the war great develop- 
ment has taken place. In fact 
the growth is so great that it is 
not possible to furnish sufficient 
trained teachers to fill the de- 
mand, and it has been amply 
demonstrated that poorly trained 
teachers are worse than none, as 
the employment of such gives 
rise to growth of improrper driv- 
ing habits as well as state of 
mind of the pupil. 


Growth In 
Training 

The growth has been so great 
that training was carried on in 
some public schools in 1947 im 
every state of the United States, 
excepting two, namely, South 
Dakota and Nevada, for whick 
the American Automobile Associ 
ation, or its affiliated clubs pro- 
cured 1,127 of the dual control 
cars, and for the current year are 
providing 46 teacher training 
courses in driver education and 
training, including one in Van 
couver for Western Canada. 

The strength of the movement 
has been brought about by the 
clearly proven fact that driver 
training in education can reduce 
loss of life and property. One 
example: Records of 3,252 pupils 
in the Cleveland schools from 
June, 1939, to November, 1941, 
show that those without training 
had almost twice as many acce 
dents as those who had complet» 
ed the standard driving course 
and I am informed more rece 
statistics show an even greate@ 
disparity. 

These are but some of the 
things that have led leading edu» 
cators to believe that in America, 
where a third or more of the 
population drive cars, it is prope# 
and essential that driver educa 
tion should be a function of the 
public schools. 

A special committee, consisting 
of those whose vocation or avocae 
tion would enable those called te 
have special knowledge of the 
subject, was convened under the 
auspices of the department of 
education to advise the curricue 
lum committee on the 15th of 
March 1948, which resulted in am 
unanimous recommendation to 
the curriculum committee that 
driver training should be givena 
place in the high school curricue 
lum of Alberta, and a start be 
made by providing the course in 
Edmonton, Calgary, Lethbridge, 
and possibly some other cities, 
this fall, if trained teachers can 
then be available.

PROJECT WOULD COST BILLIONS 


Radar Fence Is Talked 
To Guard Canada, U.S. 


By ELTON C. FAY 
WASHINGTON, April 12. 
(AP)—Building a _ truly tight 
radar “fence” to warn the United 
States and Canada of enemy air 
attackers is being talked. It may 
| cost several billion dollars and 
require thousands of men to ope- 
rate it. 


These, it was learned today, are 
only two of many problems en- 


| countered by military and civil- 


ian experts studying the require- 
ments for an adequate air raid 


| warning system. 
| But, 


military leaders say, an 
“early warning” must be had if 
defensive fighter plane and 
ground anti-aircraft organizations 


are to be gf yalue. They must be 


put on the alert in time to repel 
attack. 

The estimate by some that the 
cost will run into billions is 
based on two points: (1) radar 
sets are intricate and expensive; 
(2) many stations would be re- 
quired to establish an effective 
screen with no loopholes. 

This latter requirement arises 
out of the fact that radar, in its 
present stage, is of limited range, 
thus requiring numerous points 
to provide a continuous chain. 
Moreover, many of the stations 
must be installed in remote areas 
where construction and mainten- 
ance are both difficult and ex- 
pensive. One such region is the 
Arctic rim of North America. 

Although a start has been made 
in Alaska and Northern Canada, 


there now is nothing like an ade- 
quate network capable of spotting 
a strange aircraft coming across 
the polar cap or approaching over 
the icy great circle courses tra- 
versing Alaska or Greenland and 
Eastern Canada, 

The first stations of the warn- 
ing system arg being built by the 
air force in Alaska after a sure 
vey started ove a year ago. Simi- 
lar efforts in Canada are being 
carried forward as a joint Can- 
adian-United States enterprise. 

But, so far as is known, the 
Stations in operation are few and, 
of more concern, far between, 
The range of existing radar is 
about 200 miles. The interval be- 
tween radar stations in the far 
north often is much greater.
